16. To bring in your ballots upon each of the ques- 
tions submitted by the Convention to Revise the Constitu- 
tion relative to the amendments proposed by said Con- 
vention at a session held on January 28, 1921. 


17. To see what action the town will take in regard 
to the repair or rebuilding of the highway between the 
dwelling houses of Josiah H. Archer and Lewis W. Smith, 
and to raise and appropriate money for the same.

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To the Inhabitants of Orford: 


The foregoing report does not show the reduction in 
the debt that we had hoped for, but owing to existing 
circumstances we feel grateful that it is no worse. 


The matter of highways and bridges appears to be, as 
usual, the greatest leak in town finances. The truck of the 
State Highway Department damaged the River Bridge to 
a considerable extent, necessitating immediate repairs. This 
happened at a time of the year when material was hard to 
get; and the work could not be done as economically as at 
some other time. 


A bridge in Archertown was found to be unsafe and 
the abutments were relaid at an expense of about $600. 

The selectmen thought it no more than fair that we 
should join the town of Fairlee in procuring a fire alarm. 
The wisdom of this we feel has been justified by the fact 
that of the four alarms since its installation, three of them 
have been for fires in Orford. | 


These are the principal items which have called for 
money which was not specifically appropriated at the last 
town meeting. The bills reported as outsanding are nearly 
all in the highway department, and were contracted because 
of unforeseen emergency. 


We are very sorry that owing to illness our tax 
collector has felt obliged to resign. We wish him a speedy 
recovery. We also wish to express our. thanks and ap- 
preciation to Mrs. Foote who has done so well in collecting 
taxes during his sickness. 

The various estimates for next year will be found 
in the budget, to which we hope you will give your care- 
ful consideration. You may not see fit to grant all that is 
called for. That is up to you, for the selectmen can assess 
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only that which is voted by the town, or required by law 
to be raised. We earnestly recommend economy in 
finances during the coming year.

To the Orford School Board: 

It is with pleasure that I submit the Sallowide brief 
' report for the past year, for while everything that I would 
like to have done in the schools has not been done, I feel 
that the year has been one of progress. 

The attendance last year was badly interrupted in some 
schools owing to sickness and extreme weather. However, 
the average attendance for the year was 91% while the 
average for the whole state was 92%. There were 131 
different pupils registered in town during the year, eight of 
whom were previously registered in some other town in the 
state. This year the attendance has been excellent thus far.

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Standard mental tests have been given this year in 
all schools to the children in grades IV to VIII inclusive. 
The average scores by grades for the whole district were 
but slightly below the tentative standards determined by 
tests on the school children of Washingon, D. C. (The 
averages in this district included a number of children who 
were promoted on trial or condition last year because of 
being deficient in some subjects and might as properly have 
been classed with the next lower grade.) When we cofisider 
that the children in Washington have had forty weeks of 
school per year while ours have had but thirty-three weeks 
until last year the scores are satisfactory indeed. It would 
seem that the only way to account for so good a showing 
is to say that our children have a better native ability than 
city children. 

During the balance of the year I plan to give standard 
tests in spelling, writing, silent reading, and arithmetic. By 
this means I hope to avoid haphazard judgment of progress, 
and find how our schools and children compare with others. 

The medical inspection was done carefully and thor- 
oughly last spring by Dr. Stetson and many children have 
since had teeth or eyes attended to. Some have had other 
operations, as removal of adenoids. I think it would be 
possible this spring to secure a nurse who has had special 
experience in school work to do the work of examination 
and follow it up by seeing the parents and discussing the 
cases of their children with them. I believe this would 
accomplish more than the sending of a notice by the exam- 
ining physician. 

The Orford Red Cross is assisting greatly in the 
health program. It has given first aid supplies to all schools 
in town; had two Tallman children with crippled hands 
taken to a clinic at Lebanon and is arranging for them to 
go to a Concord hospital for treatment ; is planning for eye 
and dental clinics to be held in Orford to enable children 
to have needed work done with less expense than is neces- 
sary at present; and is giving some materials to the rural 
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schools to assist them in having something hot for the noon 
lunch. 

The school buildings have been much improved during 
the year by changes in lighting, seating, color of walls 
and ceilings, and in toilet arrangements, thus making them 
more satisfactory and hygienic. The Upper Street building 
needs a small amount of work at an early date in order to 
meet the present requirements of the state board. 

The teachers average more training and experience than 
those of last year and as a whole are giving good satisfac- 
tion. The matter of teachers wages for another year is 
uncertain. ‘There is still a shortage of teachers and with 
the standards of requirement constantly being raised I do 
not anticipate any lower wages at present. 

I wish to thank teachers, school board, and citizens, 
for their co-operation and support.
